Although our foot ball team lost 
more games than they won last fall, it 
was on the whole a success. In the 
majority of the games, they played 
against men who were their superiors 
in both weight and experience. On 
but two occasions — the Burr & Burton 
Seminary and Troy Conference Acad- 
emy games — did they line up against 
teams which were anywhere near their 
weight. 

The first game of the season was 
played with the Burr Sr Burton Sem- 
inary, and was closely contested 
throughout. Five minutes before the 
end of the second half the score stood 
10 to 8 in favor of the Seminary team. 
At this point, just as the High School 
rushed the ball over the line for a 
touchdown, the linesman called time. 
Although the game was given to the 
Seminary, it was protested by the 
High School on the ground that time 
was called while the ball was in play. 

The next game played was with the 
so-called Middlebury Freshmen, which 
team was almost entirely made up of 
“Varsity" players. As might have 
been expected, the High School boys 
were defeated, the score standing 2^ 
to 4. 

On November 10 the team went to 
Bennington, where they played against 
the heaviest team we have seen during 
the year, and were defeated by a score 
of 12 to o. 

The Thanksgiving game played 
with the Troy Conference Academy 
was a complete walkover for the High 
School team, their opponents not hav- 
ing a ghost of a chance at any stage of 
the game. When the R. H. S, first 
secured the ball in the center of the 
field they rushed it over the line for a 
touchdown in two downs. Through- 
out the game the High School main- 
tained their aggressive play, and won 
by a score of 14 to o. 

It is extremely difficult for a high 
school team with limited means at 


their command to play altogether with 
teams of their own calibre, and, there- 
fore, if they care to play at all they 
must be willing to line up against 
much heavier men than themselves. 
All these things considered, the con- 
clusion cannot be otherwise than that 
the Rutland High School foot ball 
team for '94 has a record to be proud 
of.

Editor Register : 

You ask me to write on some sub- 
ject of college life, and as the first 
number of the Register has an article 
on the decline of the R. H, S. D. C., I 
will contribute to that subject, 

I most heartily agree with the 
editor when he says that debating 
clubs arc an important factor in school 
work. Here at Harvard we have 
three debating- societies, the Harvard 
Union, the Wendell Phillips club, and 
the Freshman Debating club. It is a 
fact worth noting that the students 
most active in all college affairs belong 
to one of the three clubs. 

When a speaker is needed to rep re- 
sent the University in making ar- 
rangements for any contest, brain or 
brawn, the debating club furnishes 
the man. And, speaking of contests 
of brain. Harvard won the joint de- 
bate with Yale January 10 th. It was 
a most ex ci ti n g contest, an d pro v ed 
thar there are other places than the 
foot ball field where one can show bis 
true worth and ability. 

Of the five debates held with Yale, 
Harvard has won each time. 

I sincerely hope that the boys of the 
R. II. S. will not let the debating club 
become a thing of the past. It would 
be far better to sacrifice some of the 
athletic organizations. I know that 
many of the H. S, boys will not agree 
with me when I say that there is more 
real satisfaction in being able to make 


a good speech than in being able to 
1 4 punt" like a Brewer or a Butter- 
worth.

THE NEW HEATING APPARATUS. 

John Hurley and Frank Sargent, 
representing the Buffalo Forge Com- 
pany of Buffalo, N. Y., are putting in 
a new heating and ventilating ap- 
paratus in the High School building. 

The air from outdoors is brought in 
through a large pipe by means of a 
fan, operated by a water motor, to the 
heating apparatus, which consists of 
an iron box with coiled steam pipes. 
It is then carried by another pipe to 
the top of the High School room, the 
foul air passing out through registers 
near the floor. 

The apparatus cannot be used till 
spring, as the Water Commissioners 
are unwilling to have the pipes ex- 
posed before warm weather. 

After completing their work in the 
High vSchool building, the men put in 
a much larger plant in the new school 
building in Ward g.

MERCURY. 

During the past week, when the 
mercury in our thermometers was at- 
tracting so much attention by its 
apparent efforts to drop down and lose 
itself in the bulb, the astronomical 
Mercury was attracting hardly less 
attention in the star-gazing world. 
On the evenings of the 5th and 6th it 
was seen in the west for about forty 
minutes each evening, being about a 
degree above the brighter planet 
Venus. After the 9th it will begin to 
retreat, and will soon be lost in the 
rays of the sun. 

If Mercury were as easy to be seen 
as the planets Jupiter and Mars, it is 
hardly probable that it would receive 
as much notice as either of these orbs, 
which surpass it in both size and bril- 
liancy, But the fact that it is ex- 
tremely difficult to catch a glimpse of 
the little fellow makes everybody all 
the more anxious to do so. This diffi- 
culty arises from the nearness of the 
planet to the sun, the distance be- 
tween them being, on an average, 
thirty-five million miles, which is 
nearly sixty million less than that of 
the earth. 

It follows from this that the only 
time Mercury can be seen to good ad- 
vantage is at the time of either its 
greatest eastern or western elongation 
— that is, when a line drawn from 
Mercury to the sun would make a 
right angle with one drawn from the 
sun to the earth. This state of affairs 
occurs at intervals of about a month 
and a half, and at that time the planet 
sets about an hour and a half after the 
sun. 

Northern countries are most un- 
favorably situated for the observation 
of Mercury on account of the length 
of the twilight — indeed, it is said that 
the great Copernicus died without 
ever having seen Mercury, though he 
watched for it all his life. 

Considering the great difficulty ex- 
perienced in observing this tropical 
planet, we need not be surprised that 


astronomers are able to tell us so little 
of its physical conditions. The time 
of its rotation on its axis is not posi- 
tively known, and there is much doubt 
as to whether or not it has an atmos- 
phere. 

Mercury is the smallest of the 
planets, its diameter being only about 
one- third that of the earth, but it re- 
ceives more than its share of the light 
and heat of the sun ; indeed, the heat 
on Mercury must be too great to be 
borne by any beings such as we are 
familiar with on the earth.

All the editors of the Register have 
been furnished with keys to the sanc- 
tum, which Mr. Turner has kindly 
allowed us to use. Now we hope that 
none of the editors will abuse this 
privilege by creating a disturbance 
there. The schools on the lower floor 
do not close their session till four 
o’clock, and any noise in the hall or in 
the sanctum will be plainly heard by 
them. 

And another thing; when any of the 
editors are in the sanctum, it is to be 
supposed that they are there to work, 
and not to give their friends a recep- 
tion. Some day, the date of which we 
will announce later, we hope to hold a 
grand banquet in the sanctum, but 
until that time we wish our friends 
would not come there too often unless 
on business. 


Curling, a game played on the ice 
with tea-kettle-shaped stones, is the 
national game of Scotland, and is 
played somewhat in the United States 
and Canada. It is a game of very old 
origin, having been popular in Scot- 
land as early as 1607, and in that year 
the Bishop of Orkney was summoned 
before the general assembly of* the 
Scottish kirk to answer to the charge 
of curling on Sunday. 

The game is very popular in Scot- 
land, everybody from the peasants to 
the peers of the realm playing it, and 
few games give greater opportunity 
for display of dexterity and ingenuity. 
The arrangements are very simple; 
the first thing required is a rink or 
pond upon which two points called 
goals or tees are fixed, about forty 
yards apart. Around these points are 
drawn circles about fourteen feet in 
diameter, and no stone counts that is 
not within this circle. In front of the 
tees, about seven yards distant, is 
drawn a line called the hog score. 
There are four players on a side, each 
having two stones. 

The aim of each player is to place 
his stone in the inside circle, or to 
guard a stone belonging to one of his 
own side which is already there, and 
to knock out any opponent’s stone 
which is within the desired circle. 
The stones are flung from tee to tee, 
and the one found nearest to the tee 
after all have played, is the winner. 
It is possible, and often happens, 
that one side has several winning 
stones. When a stoneis not thrown 
with sufficient force to carry over the 
hog score, it docs not count and is re- 
moved as an obstruction. 

The stones are a very important 
part of the game. They weigh from 
thirty-five to forty pounds, and all are 
circular, though somewhat different in 
form, some players preferring a low, 
flat stone and some a high stone with 
less surface, but as a rule, a stone 
neither very high nor very low is pre- 
ferred, for the reason that such a stone

ADDITION TO THE HIGH SCHOOL

A NIGHT TRAMP. 

One night in early summer at about 
12 o'clock, my friend W. and myself 
started from Rutland for a tramp to 
Killington* The night was cloudless, 
and the air deliciously cool after the 
burning heat of the day* 

We obtained from “the notch , \ 
which we reached at about i o’clock, 
our last view of Rutland, the sight of 
which was marked by hundreds of 
electric lights* Even as we looked the 
greater part of them were extin- 
guished, leaving only a few here and 
there to show the whereabouts of the 
Marble City. About this time also the 
ruddy planet Mars rose above the 
mountains in the east, easily out- 
shining any other star in the sky. 

Numerous springs along the road 
served to quench our thirst, and not 
knowing the whereabouts of many, we 
were constantly on the alert for the 
sound of running water. No sound 
broke the stillness of the night save 
occasionally the bark or howl of some 
farmer's dog as we passed the house* 
Luckily they all seemed to think that 
they were doing' tlieir duty by warn- 
ing us to approach no nearer. Not be- 
ing disposed to dispute their right of 
possession we continued our tramp* 

At about 2 o'clock the waning 
moon rose above the dark form of 
Killington. It was only a thin 
crescent and was hardly bright enough 
to cast any perceptible shadow* It 
would have been of little help to us 
anyway, being so low down that it 
was constantly hidden behind the 
trees which lined the road. 

A little before 3 o'clock we reached 
“ Brewer's n and began to climb that 
three-and-one-half-mile slope which, 
everyone who has ascended has sworn 
to be nearer ten miles than three. So 
thick were the woods on each side of 
the road that we could see absolutely 
nothing, so we each in turn groped 
the way with a stick while the other 
followed close behind. Even with 
this precaiition we often ran square 


into the bank which in many places 
lines the side of the road* 

When we were about half way up it 
began gradually to grow lighter, the 
stars began to fade till only the bright- 
est ones were left, and to our dismay 
a white mist slowly overspread the 
sky, which was not long' in forming a 
dense cloud. Such a road it seems 
there never was, hill after hill, each 
longer and steeper than the one before 
it. When you are about one-fourth 
of the way up, you think it cannot be 
much further, and it is only when you 
have given up all hope of ever getting- 
there that the Killington house and 
the summit loom into view. 

After all, we were disappointed in 
our efforts to obtain a good view from 
the peak, as the summit was enveloped 
in clouds all the morning, but we were 
by no means sorry for having under- 
taken our night tramp*

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Who has not heard some boy or girl 
attending school say, “I don't care to 
study botany or geology- it will never 
do me any good. Or some parent 
make a remark like this: * 4 There is my 
boy studying ancient history and 
astronomy; what good will they ever 
do him; they will never help him to 
earn a living. ” 

And so the average boy or girl be- 
gins at the age of five or six to go 
through the arithmetic mill and from 
that time on, almost to the day of 
their graduation, they wear their lives 
away in trying to find out how much 
some grocer made on a barrel of sugar 
or how much income John Smith gets 
on his $1728,02, invested at per 
cent, for 2 years, 7 months and 13 
days. This is what we want. Now 
when our boys and girls grow up, they 


will be able to count up their debts 
and their money if they have any. 

But there is another way of looking 
at this question. This kind of an ed- 
ucation may help young men and 
women to get a living, but will it 
enable them to enjoy their living when 
they have it? Will it make broader 
minded and better men and women of 
them? Will it give them an insight 
into the workings of nature? Will it 
prepare them to face scientific prob- 
lems, not by having an exhaustive 
knowledge of every such subject but 
by being familiar with the general 
current of scientific thought? 

Take a boy who has gone no farther 
than the grammar schools and who is 
obliged to leave school and strike out 
for h imsel f ; w h at d oes he know? He 
may have a pretty good knowledge of 
arithmetic, language and a smatter- 
ing of geography, but unless he is 
familiar with at least the first truths 
of physics, geology, botany and 
astronomy, he is an ignorant man. 
Every one should know something of 
the wonderful history of the earth, of 
its place in the universe, and of the 
laws of nature which govern it. 

Scientific education cannot begin 
too early. Nearly every child natural' 
ly has an inquisitive mind; he vrants 
to know what the moon is, what 
makes the wind blow, and the like. 
This spirit of inquisitiveness is begin- 
ning to be cultivated in our schools 
instead of being blunted or extin- 
guished by a book-mill process, as it 
formerly was. This is a step in the 
right direction. 


The Debating Club, as stated in an- 
other column, has challenged the 
Miner vans to a joint debate. In all 
former joint debates the young ladies 
have carried off the honors, so the 
boys think it is about time for them 
to win. Whether they will or not re- 
mains to be seen. If the Minervans 
accept the challenge, the subject and 
debaters will be chosen by a joint 
committee of the two clubs.

Thursday, January 31, was an event- 
ful day in the history of the Royal 
Society, as well as in the scientific 
world in general, for on that day Prof, 
Ramsay read to a large audience in 
the theatre of the University of Lon- 
don, a paper on i! argon, a new con- 
stituent of the atmosphere," commu- 
nicated to the society by Lord Ray- 
leigh and himself. 

The discovery of a new element is 
something rare enough to attract the 
attention of everybody at all interested 
in science, and this discovery is es- 
pecially interesting, since the new gas 
is said to exist in great quantity in the 
atmosphere, and it is therefore very 
singular that it should have been so 
long overlooked. 

So far as has been learned at pres- 
ent, argon stands entirely unrelated to 
any substance in nature, and is even a 
more inert form of matter than nitro- 
gen, which is so unwilling to unite 
with other elements. As to its physi- 
cal properties, we have considerable 
information. Its solubility is rela- 
tively high, being 2% times greater 
than that of nitrogen. Examined 
by the spectroscope, it is found to have 
two distinct spectra, as has nitrogen 
itself. But while the spectra of nitro- 
gen are of different character, one be- 
ing a band and the other a line spect- 
rum, the two spectra of argon are of 
the same type. 

According to Professor Olszewski 
of Cracow, the critical point of the 
new gas is 1 21 degrees; the critical 
pressure, 50. 6 atmospheres; the boiling 
point, 187 degrees; the melting point, 
1 89. 6 degrees; and the density of the 
liquid, 1.5.

BASKET BALL* 

Basket ball is a new indoor game 
adopted by the gymnasiums through- 
out the United States. The game is 
played by two teams, each consisting 
of six men, who play inside a rectan- 
gle marked upon the floor by a very 
distinct line, which most be from 
three to ten feet from the side of the 
room. 

The ball is round, with a diameter 
of about eleven inches, inflated with 
air, and much resembles an association 
foot-ball. On opposite sides of the 
room, ten feet from the floor, are sup- 
ported the baskets, the opening of 
which is about eighteen inches in 
diameter. The object of each team is 
to place the ball in their opponents' 
basket, by doing which they score one. 
If the ball goes outside of the line, the 
player who touches it first has the batm- 
an cl may carry it over the line and 
throw it. If a player holds the ball 
over five seconds, canies, kicks, or 
punches it, puts it in motion while 
outside the line, holds, strikes, or in 
any way interferes with any of his op-

Zb the Editors of the High School Register: 

I observe in your issue of the 25th 
just received, a paragraph headed, 
“Addition to the High School Build- 
ing/* I am reminded of the exciting 
times when the building you now oc- 
cupy assumed its present shape, and of 
the pleasure with which we looked 
forward to having a place large 
enough to move about in. That was 
not so very many years ago, unless 
time is counted by the change it 
brings. Rutland, as I first remember 
it, was a small and very delightful 
country village. It lias now become a 
city in something more than name, 
but it has a past and a very interest- 
ing past — a past, moreover, almost the 
only record of which is preserved in 
the memories of men and women still 
living. 

Might I suggest this as a line of 
work for which such a publication as 
yours is peculiarly fitted ? Something 
of the sort would add enormously to 
its present value. The addition to the 
old building is a capital opening for a 
series of short articles on the Rutland 
High School, its history, traditions, 
associations, etc. Let there be a spe- 
cial column if you like, entitled, 
11 Praeterita, ,T memories of the past, or 
something of that sort. Many of the 
old, old alumni now living in Rutland, 
not to mention others, can call up 
something valuable and interesting. 

Nor need you confine yourselves to 
the school. Work up the old memo- 
ries, the “antiquities” of the town. 
They are rapidly disappearing and 
nothing, to speak of, has ever been 


done in that direction. Interesting or 
amusing anecdotes about people and 
things, the old building that was left, 
old customs in the schools, boyhood 
reminiscences of all sorts, and a thou- 
sand other things would all be of in- 
terest. 

These are only meant of course as 
suggestions, and I make them because 
I am sure that in this field you will 
dig up a great deal, which for the 
newer generation will not only be val- 
uable, but entertaining.

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We publish in another column a let- 
ter from a member of the class of ’ 79 , 
whose motto, Ov yiOFOI 'Err A, is 

the first on the wall of the High 
School room, and which we believe 
was the first class to graduate after 
the present building was completed. 

We agree with Mr. Smith that very 
little, if anything, is at present gen- 
erally known of the early history of 
the school. Indeed, most of the schol- 
ars now in the High School do not 
know when the building we now oc- 
cupy was erected, or where the school 
was located before that time. 

We would like very much to follow 
out Mr. Smith’s suggestion, and pub- 
lish a series of short articles on the 
history of the school and its graduates. 
We would be very glad to hear from 


any of our old alumni on the subject, 
and have no doubt but that what they 
could tell us about the school and its 
customs, as they knew them, would 
interest every boy and girl in the 
school. 


Although the Register has no in- 
tention of entering the field of poli- 
tics, as we are sorry to see some of our 
exchanges doing, we cannot help ex- 
pressing our satisfaction at the disap 
pointmcnt of the Republican Boss, 
Platt, who evidently expected to suc- 
ceed to the power so long held in New 
York city by the chiefs of Tammany 
Hall. Mayor Strong has plainly 
shown by his recent appointments that 
he will brook no interference on the 
part of Mr. Platt or anyone else. 

The men so far appointed to fill im- 
portant offices have all been men of 
marked ability, and it is gratifying to 
note that their political views do not 
seem to have been taken into account 
in the least. Indeed, the greatest dif- 
ficulty seems to have been to get the 
right men to sacrifice personal inter- 
ests in order to serve the public. 

How long will it be before the 
national affairs are managed in this 
way, before a man will be appointed 
to the Cabinet or some high govern- 
ment position, not because he put a 
hundred thousand dollars into the 
campaign fund nor because he controls 
the votes of a whole town up in New 
England, but because he is the right 
man for the place ? When the people 
lay party prejudice aside and stop 
their cries of, “The tariff is a tax,” 
and, “Protect our infant industries,” 
and elect a man like Mr. Strong to the 
presidency, then, and only then, can 
we have true civil service reform.

E. H. S. DRESS REFORM:. 

We offer the following rules for 
dress reform as mere suggestions, al- 
though two of them have already been 
adopted by the faculty :

THE Y. M. C. A. GYMNASIUM. 

During the past few years the secre- 
tary of the Y. M* C* A., Mr. Fuller, 
and the members have worked hard to 
secure a gymnasium for that associa- 
tion. Macy of our business men have 
been in favor of it, some of them say- 
ing that they were willing to pay more 
than their share towards its support, 
and it is mainly owing to their praise- 
worthy efforts that the association has 
a gymnasium today. 

Although there was some difficulty 
in deciding where the "gym" should 
be located, some preferring Morgan's 
Hall to the present location on the top 
floor of Premo’s building on the corner 
of Wales and Willow streets, which 
was finally selected. This room is 
about 75 by 50 feet and is fitted up 
with all the requisite apparatus and 
conveniences, including a handy dress- 
ing room, with a bath room, where six 
may take a shower or sponge bath at 
the same time. 

There are about 125 members, who 
are divided into three classes, called 
respectively, seniors, intermediate and 
juniors. The juniors and interme- 
diates have three classes a week in the 
afternoon after school, and the seniors 
have a class every evening, Thursdays 
excepted. 

The boys play many interesting 
games, such as basket-ball, indoor 
baseball, prisoner's goal, hang tag, 
etc. The director, Mr. Frank H. 
Ayers of Toledo, Ohio, is a very capa- 
ble instructor and is liked by all the 
boys. Each member has the right to 
one physical examination by the direc- 
tor and to be on the floor at any time, 
except when classes are exercising. 
Outside of class hours the members 
may enjoy themselves with any of the 
apparatus, which includes chest and 
neck weights, horizontal and parallel 
bars, punching bag, kicking pan, In- 
dian clubs, dumb bells, running track, 
(32 laps to a mile), suspended rings 
and several others , Du ri ng th e wi nte r 
there have been six contests, in which 


the members all worked hard to secure 
points. The first prize was won by 
one of our High School boys, George 
P. Eastman. 

The gymnasium is a good thing for 
our school boys, since, besides keeping 
them out of mischief out of school 
hours, it helps to build up strong con- 
stitutions for them, which will be in- 
valuable to them as they grow olden 

On April 3, the members of the 
gymnasium will give an exhibition at 
the City Flail, to show the public what 
they have been doing since last De- 
cember, when it was organized, 
J- J- k.

A Letter From the Bad Lands. 

Through the courtesy of Mr. C, H. 
Granger we print below a letter from 
his son, Walter Granger, formerly a 
member of the R, H. S, Mr. Granger 
is connected with the American 
Museum of Natural History in New 
York, and is at present on a collecting 
trip for that institution. 

Uncompachre Reservation, Utah, } 
March 23, 1895, j 

My Dear Father. — The boys have 
all gone to bed and I am going to sit 
up and write a few letters, as I am 
going to Ouray to-morrow morning 
with the mail. It is twenty-five miles 
there and I have to start at sunrise in 
order to get back by dark. The trail 
is awfully muddy and the horse will 
have to walk a good part of the way. 

Our camp is in the center of the 
“bad lands” now, about twenty-five 
miles east of Green river and eight 
miles north of White river. There is 
not a spear of grass here, and we have 
to haul forage from Ouray. There is

not much wood either. The cook had 
to go three miles this morning for a 
stick of dead cottonwood. After that 
is gone we will have to burn sage 
brush, which grows in the sand here 
in great abundance, sometimes as high 
as six feet. 

I caught four young coyotes yester- 
day, just able to walk. We have two 
Sibley tents; one for storing forage, 
saddles, etc., in, and the other for 
sleeping and cooking. We have each 
a saddle horse and we have one w r ork 
team. 

Besides the cook there is Mr. 
Hatcher — a bone digger from Prince- 
ton — Mr* Peterson from the Museum 
and myself. Dr. Wortman (a pro- 
fessor at the Museum) will be out May 
1 st, and we will probably move camp 
to Wyoming then. Mr. Hatcher is to 
guide a party of students to the Wind 
River mountains, Wyo., about June 
20th, 

My time this year is to be divided 
between bone hunting and collecting 
for Prof. Allen (curator of Mam- 
malogy). March and April I am 
going to put in on bones, and also two 
months at odd times during the sum- 
mer. The bones are not so numerous 
here as in Dakota, where we were last 
summer, but we are having good suc- 
cess, I found two rare specimens to- 
day, a small deer and a horse about 
twenty inches high. 

Since we moved off the Indian trail 
about a week ago, we have not seen a 
red -skin. Before that we had them at 
almost every meal. We do not antici- 
pate any trouble, but always go armed 
away from camp. * * * *

As stated in another column, there 
has been a proposition made for a 
joint field day between the R, H. S. 
and two other schools. We not only 
think that this would be good plan, 
but that it should be made an annual 
event, as it would promote a friendly 
rivalry between the schools, and, per- 
haps, do away with the unnecessary 
coldness existing between some of 
them at present. 

Of course, it would not do to admit 
professors to any of the contests, be- 
cause, although they might be able to 
make better records than any of the 
boys, such a field day would come very 
far from showing what the students 
themselves were doing in the line of 
athletics* 


Ever since Pilatre de Rosier made F 
the first balloon ascension at Paris, in 
1783, the problem of the navigation of 
the air has been one of the most im- 
portant before scientific men. What 
a great triumph over nature it must 
have seemed to the first man who 
found himself suspended between 
heaven and earth, with the law of 
gravitation seemingly set at defiance. 
But although the invention of the bal- 
loon enabled man to rise a great height 
and sail through the air with great 
rapidity, it soon came to be understood 
that the great bag of gas would never 
be of any service in real aereal navi- 
gation, being so utterly at the mercy 
of evei _ y current of air, that any at- 
tempt to control its motion must re- 
sult in failure. 

Not withstanding this, numerous at- 
tempts have been made to construct an 
air ship on the balloon principle. In 
1852 the inventor and engineer, Henri 
Giffard, constructed a cigar-shaped 
balloon, which he propelled by a 
screw operated by a steam engine, 
and succeeded in obtaining enough 
speed to give steerage way. Many 
other balloons of this kind have 
been since constructed ; some op- 
erated by man power and others 
by an electric motor* The great- 
est speed obtained by air ships of 
this class has been about twenty-five 
miles per hour, but nearly double this 
speed must be reached before a satis- 
factory solution of the problem will be 
obtained. 

That the problem is at present near- 
ing solution is not denied by anyone 
who has thoroughly investigated the. 
subject. It remains for the M dying 
machine " to accomplish what the bal- 
loon has failed to do. The air ship of 
the future will probably be constructed 
on a plan, somewhat like that which 
Mr, Maxim has worked out. This 
consists of a series of aeroplanes, or 
great spread of canvas , which acts 
like a parachute in supporting the 
solid part of the machine, which con- 


tains a light engine which drives two 
enormous screws built of a light mate- 
rial. W hen the great screws begin to 
revolve the machine glides along the 
track upon which it is placed* By 
changing the inclination of the planes, 
which were before horizontal, a 
greater resistance is offered to the air 
and the great machine rises* Mr. 
Maxim's machine is not yet quite 
ready to make a long voyage, but he 
Is thought by many to have obtained 
the true solution of the problem.

EVENING STARS. 

People who saw Mars last fall, when 
that planet was in opposition, will re- 
member how bright he looked, shining 
like a great red ball of fire in the con- 
stellation of Aries, No one who has not 
carefully followed his motions since 
that time would easily recognize him 
now. 

There are at present three planets 
in the western sky in the evening. If 
we look, about eight o’clock, we see a 
beautiful star in the west, just above 
the hills. It is without a rival, the 
brightest star in the sky. This is 
Venus. Farther south and higher up 
is another planet that cannot be mis- 
taken. This is Jupiter, brighter than 
any of the fixed stars, but still inferior 
to Venus. Just north of Jupiter is a 
little reddish star, hardly brighter 
than some of the stars of the second 
magnitude. This is Mars, His great 
loss of brilliancy is due to his increas- 
ing distance from the earth. He will 
continue slowly to recede, and will 
soon be lost in the rays of the sun. In 
the telescope Mars presents a gibbous 
phase like that of the moon a few days 
before the full.

EARLY WRITING. 

We, to-day, with our perfected sys- 
tem of writing- seldom stop to think 
with what great labor this system was 
built np and where it has come from. 

A printed or written word is really 
a picture of an object or an action. 
When we see the word “dog,” for 
instance, that word conveys to our 
mind almost as accurate a representa- 
tion of the animal it represents as a 
drawing would. In the hieroglyphics 
of the Aztecs and ancient Egyptians 
fh any words were actually represented 
by pictures of the objects for which 
they stood. The Mesopotamians im- 
proved upon this a. little, but even in 
s o m e of their ch arac ter s a resem bl a n c e 
to pictures can be traced. The Medes 
and Persians took their system of 
writing from the Mesopotamians and 
Simplified it, but they had nothing like 
a true alphabet. 

The credit of inventing an alphabet 
must be given to the Phoenecians.— 
They being a great nation of traders, 
could not carry on their business with- 
out book-keeping, and book-keeping 
necessitates the use of both figures 
and letters. It is sometimes main 
tained that they took their signs from

the Egyptians, but the real resem- 
blance to the hieroglyphics do not 
attach to more than three or four 
letters. To show what an improve- 
ment this new system of writing was 
over the old, it is only necessary to 
state that to read the Egyptian inscrip- 
tions one must be familiar with more 
than a thousand symbols. The Meso- 
potamians did not go quite to this 
length, but one authority gives a list 
of two hundred and forty-six charac- 
ters in use among the Babylonians and 
Assyrians, while at the same time he 
notes that the list does not pretend to 
be complete. Thus to read either 
Egyptian or Assyrian requires a life- 
long study, while Phoenecian may be 
read and pronounced with, almost as 
much facility as Greek or Hebrew. 

That the Greeks and Hebrews adopt- 
ed the Phoenecian alphabet is proved 
by the similarity of the characters in 
the early inscriptions. Some have 
argued that it was the simplicity of 
the Phoenecian alphabet that caused 
its adoption by the Greeks, Romans, 
Etruscans and other nations of the 
West; but it does not appear that they 
had any choice in the matter. The 
Phoenecian s were for a long time the 
only nation that navigated the Medi- 
terranean, and therefore the only people 
who could introduce the civilization 
and arts of the East, and naturally 
they introduced their own alphabetic 
signs. 

Each character of the Phoenecian 
alphabet was originally the picture of 
an object, but depicted in the simplest 
possible way. Thus, their first letter, 
the Hebrew Aleph , meant u an ox/’ 
and instead of trying to depict an 
entire ox, they were content with the 
an ini a! s head, which they represented 
by three straight lines, marking the 
animal’s face, horns and ears. Belli, 
the second letter, means a house, and 
this was represented by a tent, the 
house of early times. The third letter 
is a picture of a camel whose long 


neck and head are traceable alike in the 
Hebrew Gimet and Grecian Gamma, and 
the other letters were for the most part 
equally simple. ’96.

METEORS. 

Who has not seen on a dark night a 
bright star suddenly Hare up, and 
shooting rapidly across the sky, as 
suddenly disappear ? 

In space there are millions upon 
millions of little bodies, some perhaps 
no larger than a marble and the largest 
ones weighing only a few tons. Each 
one of these little bodies describes an 
orbit around the sun and is, in fact, a 
miniature planet. Some of these or- 
bits intersect the orbit of the earth, 
and when the earth happens to arrive 
at the point of intersection at the same 
time as one of the little fellows, there 
is a catastrophe. Drawn by the at- 
traction of the earth, the meteor makes 
a dive for the surface of our planet, 
and were it not for the protection that 
the atmosphere affords us, we should 
probably all be killed by an incessant 
bail of meteors. But when the little 
meteoric mass strikes our atmosphere, 
it at once begins to meet with resist- 
ance, its energy is turned into heat and 
it melts and even turns to gas. This 
change evolves an immense amount of 
light, and we, down below, exclaim 
“ Look! a shooting star," 

It does not at first thought seem 
probable that the mere resistance of

the air could heat anything to such a 
degree as this, but when we examine 
the facts it appears simple enough. 
It has been experimentally proved that 
a thermometer placed in front of a 
rapidly moving body rises one degree 
when the body moves through the air 
at the rate of 135 feet per second. 
With higher velocities the increase of 
temperature is proportional to the 
square of the velocity, being four de- 
grees with a velocity of 250 feet per 
second, and so on. To find the tem- 
perature to which a meteor is exposed 
in moving through the atmosphere, it 
is only necessary to divide its velocity 
in feet per second by 125; the square 
of the quotient will give the tempera- 
ture in degrees. 

The earth moves through its orbit 
at the rate of 98,000 feet per second, 
and if it meets a meteoroid at rest, our 
atmosphere would strike it with this 
velocity. By the rule we have given 
for the rise of temperature (98,000-*- 
i25) s =784 a or 600,000 degrees, nearly. 
This is many times any temperature 
ever produced by artificial means. If, 
as is commonly the case, the meteoroid 
is coming to meet the earth, the veloc- 
ity, and therefore the temperature, will 
be higher. 

Although most of the meteors or 
meteoroids met by the earth are trav- 
eling alone, many of them move in 
shoals or swarms. The orbit of such 
a swarm as this crosses the earth’s 
orbit at the point where the earth is 
on November 13. Each year upon this 
date the earth scoops in hundreds of 
these little bodies, but it is only once 
in thirty-three years that the main 
swarm is met with. When this event 
occurs the result is a magnificent 
shower of shooting stars, which seem, 
in this case, to radiate from a point in 
the constellation of Leo. The last 
time this shower occurred was in the 
year 1866, and consequently we may 
look for it again in 1899. These No- 
vember showers have been seen and 


recorded at regular periods of thirty- 
three years for about two thousand 
years, and although losing many of 
its members, this swarm will probably 
furnish splendid showers for hundreds 
of centuries to come.

This year, as usual, the question of 
playing ball on Memorial day comes 
up. As the civil war becomes more 
and more a thing of the past, and as 
there are fewer and fewer every year 
who can remember the days when the 
life blood of the nation was being 


poured out for the preservation of the 
Union and the freedom of a race, it is 
looked upon by the rising generation 
merely in the light of an interesting 
historical event. But we must not for- 
get that to many this Avar and its as- 
sociations are a vivid reality, that 
Memorial day is to thousands a day 
sacred to the memory of departed 
comrades and friends, many of whom 
were never seen by their families after 
the day when they marched proudly 
away in a regiment of untrained, but 
brave volunteers. 

We think that the main reason why 
the boys have been accustomed to re- 
gard this day as a holiday, is that they 
have not stopped to think what it 
meant. Of course we have very few 
days out of school except Saturdays, 
and must play ball when we get a 
chance, but let us, at least, respect 
this day when the Nation mourns her 
dead who gave up their lives to make 
her what she is. 

Though nearly everybody knows 
that the gear of a bicycle has some re- 
lation to the number of revolutions 
performed by the rear wheel for one 
revolution of the pedals, not every- 
body knows how the gear is deter- 
mined. It is done in the following 
way i Divide the number of teeth in 
the large sprocket by the number 
of teeth in the smaller sprocket, and 
multiply the quotient by the diameter 
of the rear wheel in inches. The re- 
sult will be the gear of wheel. 

The higher the gear, the m&re revo- 
lutions will the rear wheel perform for 
one turn of the pedals, but higher 
gears require so much more power 
that nothing much higher than sev- 
enty is generally used. It was pro- 
posed some time ago to make a high 
gear wheel to be ridden by the strong 
man Sandow, who it was supposed, 
could thus break all records for speed, 
but no news of the success of the plan 
has yet been reported. 

Many people expect a great deal 
from changes in foot ball rules. They 
seem to think that the game can be 
made more scientific and less of a 
11 slugging match ” by sensible legisla- 
tion, But can there be no radical 


change in the rules of the game with- 
out making an entirely different game 
out of it. As long as tackling is al- 
lowed, players will occasionally re- 
ceive bumps and scratches and occa- 
sional mouthfuls of dirt. Foot ball is 
not as gentle a game as checkers or 
marbles, nor would we have it so. It 
is a game where strength must always 
play an important part, and to take 
away this feature of the game would 
effectually spoil it. 

What is needed is more power for 
the umpire and linesman, and another 
thing is to select men for these posi- 
tions who will not hesitate for an 
instant to put a man out of the game 
on the least show of sluggi ug, or unnec- 
essarily hard tackling. Firm, impar- 
tial men for umpires and more power 
for these men are all that is needed to 
place foot ball where it ought to be.

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As stated in another column, it has 
been decided to hold the joint Field- 
day June 8* This gives us only three 
weeks for training, and that is not too 
much. Let every boy in the Pligh 
School, who has the remotest idea that 
he can do anything, train with all his 
might. By this we do not mean to 
overwork yourself ; that would be worse 
than no training at all. Here are a 
few rules which cannot be safely neg- 
lected: Go to bed earl y at night; do 

not eat between meals; avoid fried 
food ; take light exercise every day. 

The High School intends to put in a 
straight school athletic team. If we 
should win on account of somebody 
who was not a member of the school 
or who was going to school only for 
the purpose of entering the Field -day, 
we would be ashamed rather chan 
proud of our victory* We think the 
other schools feel the same about the 
matter. 


One often hears the expression 
school loyalty 11 used* What does it 
mean ? It certainly means more than 
to shout and blow tin horns whenever 
your school is taking part in any ex- 
citing contest* He who would be loyal 
to his school must do more than this. 
He must uphold the honor of his 
school and never do anything that 
might bring discredit upon the insti- 
tution of which he is a member. This 
applies especially to base ball or foot 
ball teams, when away from home. 
They are supposed to represent their 
school, and any misdemeanor on their 
part will certainly not add to their 
school's good repute. We are glad to 
say that none of these remarks have 
any reference to the R. H. S. They 
are simply facts that ought to be re- 
membered. 


At the Intercollegiate meet, next 
Saturday, there will be a college repre- 
sented which has never taken part in 
these games before — the University 
of California. It seems likely that 
they will make a very good showing, 
having already defeated Princeton by 
a score of 61 points to 51. As this is 
the first time Eastern and Western 
college athletes have had an opportu- 
nity of coming together, the result of 
the contest is anxiously awaited by 
everyone interested in amateur ath- 
letics. 

When the light of the sun is broken 
up or dispersed by a prism, we have 
what we call the colors of the rainbow 
or the solar spectrum. We cannot see 
the whole of the spectrum ; at either end 
there is a kind of light to which our 
eyes are not sensible, and were it not 
for the photographic camera we might 
never have known that there was any 
such thing as invisible light. The cam- 
era is especially sensitive to the invis- 
ible rays at what is called the ultra 
violet end of the spectrum, and many 
objects which are invisible to the hu- 
man eye, because they emit only this 
invisible light, have been successfully 
photographed. Thus, a teakettle has 
been photographed in the dark. In 
another instance a lady had a photo- 
graph taken ; upon developing the 
plate the photographer was surprised to 


find the face covered with spots which 
had been entirely invisible to the eye. 
The next day the lady came down with 
small pox. 

These are only two out of hundreds 
of cases where the camera has informed 
us of the presence of objects which 
our eyes could not perceive. So our 
eyes are not perfect, after all. There 
are colors which will never have a 
name because we cannot distinguish 
them. This matter of “ invisible light 
brings up an interesting question — 
How do we know that a stone wall is 
not transparent ? This question may 
seem almost foolish at first, but it hers 
been proved that glass is not transpa- 
rent to all kinds of light, so how can 
we say that a stone wall may not be 
transparent to some of this u invisible 
light " and opaque to that light which 
we may call u visible ?'*

bering the nation’s dead on Decoration 
Day will fall upon the public, and we 
have no doubt that they will take it up.

with the most powerful microscopes. 

Another thing that is hard to under- 
stand is the fact that, even in solids, 
the molecules are not compact; there 
is space between them. Neither are 
they perfectly still; in solids they 
have a limited motion, in liquids their 
range is greater, while the molecules 
of which gases are composed may 
dance about almost at will. 

It is these molecules that produce 
the phenomena of heat. The mole- 
cules, even of a cold body, are in con- 
tinual vibration. When the body is 
heated the molecules become more 
lively and strike the molecules of the 
air with greater force; this generates 
a wave of heat which, when it strikes 
our bodies, produces the sensation we 
call warmth.

According to the theory of specu- 
lative philosophy, matter is infinitely 
divisible, but chemistry teaches us that 
this is not the case. That is to say, 
if we take a small piece of matter, a 
chunk of iron, for instance, and divide 
it into two equal parts and continue 
this process indefinitely, we will at 
last have a molecule of iron. If it 
were possible to divide this molecule, 
the pieces would not be iron. When 
we arrive at a molecule, we can carry 
the dividing process no farther with- 
out destroying the substance. 

Some idea of the size of a molecule 
1 may be obtained from the following 
comparison. The molecules which 
compose a single pea have about the 
same relation to the whole pea as the 
pea has to a globe the size of the earth. 
With this idea of the size of molecules 
in mind, we need not be surprised to 
learn that they are invisible, even

tory we will feel that it is our own.

MEMORIAL DAY EXERCISES. 

Post Roberts, as usual, sent us a de- 
tail on the day before Memorial Day, 
consisting of Gen. W. Y. W. Ripley, 
Chaplain E> M. Haynes, and Mayor 
Sheldon. The following program was 
carried out by the school: Song, 

u Star Spangled Banner,” school; read- 
ing, “ Crown our Dead Heroes,” Miss 
Emily Hilliard; recitation, “The Sol- 
dier’s Grave,” Miss Mary Barrett; 
song, 44 Marching Through Georgia,” 
school; reading, “Our Country's 
Hope,” Miss Edith Goodwin; decla- 
mation, 44 Heroes and Martyrs,” James 
Hickey; song, “Onward, Christian 
Soldiers,” school. 

General Ripley was the first to speak. 
He spoke of the influence of the war 
upon men's characters, saying that 
while the war spoiled some it made 
many others, and that no man should 
judge a soldier who had not been 
a soldier himself. In conclusion, the 
General spoke of the increasing num- 
ber of graves to he decorated every 
year, and of the thousands of graves 
marked with that sad word, 41 Un- 
known.” 

Chaplain Haynes, who followed Gen- 
eral Ripley, described the battle called 
the 44 Bloody Angle,” at which he was 
present. His description of the storm- 
ing of the rebel works by a force of 
picked men, one- third of whom were 
Vermonters, was very vivid. 

Mayor Sheldon spoke next. He re- 
lated the incident of the departure of 
the old Rutland Light Guards for the 


South, and told how General (then 
Captain) Ripley's men gave three 
cheers for the railroad company for the 
old freight cars which they furnished 
for the transportation of the soldiers. 

The exercises of the afternoon were 
closed by the singing of 44 America.”

The constitution of our “Stock 
Company ” provides for the election 
of the editors of the Register for the 
coming school year in June. It would 
probably be advisable to hold the meet- 
ing this week, as the last week will 
very likely be entirely taken up with 
preparations for graduation. Every 
one who is interested in the success of 
the paper should stay to this meeting, 
even at the risk of losing their dinner, 
for the success of the paper next year 
depends largely upon the good judg- 
ment displayed in choosing the princi- 
pal editors and business managers. 

From the earliest times sailors have 
noticed that there was some connection 
between high -tide and the moon. 
Some savages have even supposed that 
the tides were the cause of the moon. 
Everybody now-a-days knows that the 
tides are caused by the attraction of 
the moon upon the waters of the earth. 


Twice each day a great tidal-wave 
sweeps across the oceans and makes 
the circuit of the world. Some of the 
energy of the tides is used to run what 
are called tide-mills, but the greater 
part of it is expended in the following 
manner: When the great wave sweeps 
over the ocean beds in a direction con- 
trary to the rotation of the earth, it 
acts as a brake upon this motion of 
rotation and thus tends to gradually 
lengthen the day. To-day is a little 
longer than yesterday, and yesterday 
was longer than any previous day. 
This change in the day's length, per- 
haps, amounts only to a fraction of a 
second in a thousand years, but never- 
theless it is a reality. If we go back 
far enough we come to a time when 
the earth turned upon its axis in twen- 
ty-three hours, and at a time still more 
remote the day's length was only twenty 
hours. It must not be supposed that 
this state of things existed within the 
period of human history. The twenty- 
hour day was probably anterior to the 
birth of the human race. 

But there is no action without reac- 
tion, While the earth is being annoyed 
by the moon in this way, it is constantly 
striving to push that body farther and 
farther away. Thus, the moon is 
slowly receding. The motion may not 
be perceptible in a thousand years, but 
nevertheless it exists. If we again 
begin our retrospect, we find the moon 
nearer and nearer to the earth as we 
look back through the ages. We at’ 
last come to a time when the moon 
and the earth must have been in actual 
contact. There we find an answer to 
the question — “Where did the moon 
come from ?" That bright globe which 
we see away off there in space was 
once a part of the earth. At a time 
when the earth w r as in a molten or gas- 
eous state a piece of the globe became 
detached and has ever since revolved 
around its parent, lighting up the 
darkness of the night with its silvery 
gleam. 

It may be asked — “What will be the 
final outcome of this earth-moon war?” 
This is probably the answer: As the 

moon raises tides upon and retards the 
rotation of the earth, so does the earth 
act upon the moon, only with a much 


greater force. The attraction of the 
earth has long since practically stop- 
ped the rotation of the moon, so that 
that body, although it is technically 
said to perform one rotation in twenty- 
seven days, always keeps the same side 
turned toward the earth, so that w T e 
can never see the other side of our 
satellite. In the same manner, only 
more slowly, the moon is bringing the 
earth to the same condition, and a 
time will probably come when the 
day's length will be twenty-seven of 
our present days, and the same side of 
our globe will always be turned toward 
the moon. In some city of the remote 
future we might expect to see this ad- 
vertisement posted on a bill-board: 
Excursion to the other side of the world to 
see the ?noon t Fare one way. 

The above facts are from the pen of 
^he mathematician, and unless we 
deny the fundamental axiom that one 
and one make two, we cannot doubt 
the facts determined by this exact 
science.
